Toxicological tests were be^ 
ing run Wednesday night on the 
body of David William Ferried 
a central figure in District At- 
torney Jim Garrison's Investi- 
gation into the death of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, to de- 
termine the cause of his death. 
Dr, Nicholas Chetta, Or- 
leans Parish coroner, said 
anatomical findings showed 
that Ferric suffered a rupture 
of a Mood vessel at the base 
of the brain, which caused a 
hemorrhage. 

Garrison said at a press con- 
ference Wednesday afternoon 
that he had decided Wednes- 
day morning, before he learn- 
ed of Ferried death, tp ar* 
rest the man next week, ■ * 
The DA would not elaborate 
on what charges be would have 
filed or what evidence he had*

Wednesday in his apartment at 
3330 Louisiana ave. pkwy* Dr.

Post and Times-Herald, here 
to cover Garrison’s investiga- 
tion, said he went to Ferric’s 
residence about midnight to 
interview him and remained 
until about i a. m, "Once 
yon get him talking it’s hard 
to shut him off,” Lardner 
said before he learned of Fer- 
ric’s death. 

NOT DEPRESSED 
The reporter said Ferric ap- 
peared to be neither excessive- 
ly excited nor depressd, and 
there was no indication that he 
might be contemplating suicide. 

Dr. Chetta said he had in- 
formation that Feme talked 
about ending his life two weeks 
ago. He would not elaborate, 
excent to say the man who said

this has a first name of “Jo- 
seph.” 

Garrison said of the man’s 
death, “The apparent suicide 
of David Ferric ends the life 
of a man. who, in my judg- 
ment, was one of history’s 
most Important individuals,” 
The DA said that “evidence 
developed by our office has 
long since confirmed he was 
involved in events culminat- 
ing in the assassination of 
President Kennedy,” 

He said investigators who had 
conducted the stake-out at Fer- 
rie’s apartment had information 
“which had caused us to be- 
come increasingly concerned as 
our investigation progressed 
about the possibility of his kill- 
ing himself” 

DECIDED TO ARREST 
“Because of this,” he contin- 
ued, “in a meeting at my house 
this morning we reached a de- 
cision to arrest him early next 
week— apparently we waited too 
long. 

When asked whether Fer- 


ric’s defeth will hinder his in- 
vestigation, be replied *<No 
comment,” 

He said his men had noted 
“extreme nervousness” in For- 
rie for the last 10 days. He had 1 
been seen “pacing his floor end-; 
lessly” and that he had indicat- 1 
ed to an investigator that he; 
was thinking about taking his 
life. 

Garrison said Feme knew he 
was the subject of an investi- 
gation and had cooperated with 
his assistants. 

When asked whether he will 
now ask for help from the fed- 
eral government in the probe, 
Garrison replied by asking 
“What would be the purpose 
of seeking federal aid, to de- 
lay the invesigation three 
more years. We’ve done more 
in three months with a small 
staff than the .government 
did in three years with 5,000 
men.” 

The district attorney did say, 
however, that he will ask Gov. 
John J. McKeithen for a few 
more men to aid the investiga-
